Bogdan Stachlcwicz. a PoU 
ish tank corpsman with tlie First 
Canadian Army in France and a 
former student of McGill. Tiiis 
Polifh decoration, corrcspondlni; to 
the Military Cross, was the first 
to be won by a member of thai 
regiment since 1940. 

Escaping from Poland after the 
German invasion, Mrs. Stachlcwicz 
and her twin sons, Bosdan and 
Jtiliiis, came to Montreal In 1940. 
They lived at 9 Braesidc Place, and 
the boys attended High School 
■1ère and entered McGill. Bogdan 
«ludicd Commerce in 1941-1942. but 
entered the Faculty of Engineering 
rthcrc his brother was studying, 
in 1942. While at University he 
was a Cadet of the COTC.

At the age of 18, in the spring of 
1943. Bogdan and Julius went to 
the recruiting centre at Windsor, 
Ontario, and enlisted in the Polish 
Armored Corps.

Of Canadian Japanese 

Quorum of 100 Students 
Required For Valid Meeting

art inn of the McGill Senate in excluding Cnnntlian students of 
Japanese descent as a group from the University, will be brouRlit 
to n head at tlie meeting of llic Sliidcnls' Society called for .'5 p.m. 
tomorrow in the Union Ballroom. At this meeting (he reasons for, 
.nnd the justification of this action, will be open to discussion by 
all undergradunte members of the Students Society; A resolution 

siipportinp that passed by the**' 

Students Executive Council at 
its last meeting, will be introduc- 
ed by a committee representing 
many of the major campus 
clubs. A minimum attendance 
of 100 members nf tlic Society 
is required to make this meeting 
valid. 

The Committee that circulat- 
ed the petitions calling for this 
meeting is made up of repre- 
sentatives of most of the major 
religious, social, and political 
groups on (he campus, including 
the Newman Club, S.C.M., 
I.V.C.F., the Hillcl Foundation, 
the Cosmopolitan Club, the 
B.W.I. Society and the Student 
Affairs Club. This group 
charges that discrimination 
against Japanese Canadians 
was in practice as early as last 
year, although the Senate at 
that time had not formulated 
any blanket policy of exclusion. 

At that time the grounds for non- 
admission of potential students of 
this group to the campus was that 
of academic standing, although 
some ot the unsuccessful applicants 
had an average as high as 85 per- 
cent. However, this year a more 
definite stand was taken, and the 
Senate decided to exclude all Japa- 
nese Canadians from entering ihC 
University as a matter of policy. 
That such a policy Is unjustified Is 
held by the committee, especially In 
view of the fact that there are no 
such restrictions in effect for re- 
fugees and immigrants from Ger- 
many or Italy, or for their Canadian 
descendants. As far as the Com- 
mittee has been able to determine, 
the decision of the Senate was bas- 
ed upon the allegation that Cana- 
dians of this racial group are not 
permitted by the government to 
Join the armed forces or to accept 
employment in war Industry.

On Family Life 

Offered by U. of B.C. 
Extension Department 
May Save War Problem - 



Dr. Stanford kied Speaks 
To I.V.C.F. Wednesday

Vancouver, Nov. 10.— (CUP.)— A 
discussion course on Marriage and 
Family Life, now being prepared 
by the extension department of the 
University of British Columbia at 
the request of the B.C. Parent- 
Teachers Federation, may help 
many a Canadian family solve iU 
war-time problems and adjust it- 
self to living in the post-war era. 

Believed to be the first of Its 
kind in Canada the course has al- 
ready excited keen interest among 
universities and welfare societies 
throughout the Dominion. The 
University of Manitoba, the On- 
tario Home and School Clubs and 
the Child Welfare Association at 
Montreal have asked for copies of 
the completed series. 

Emphasizing the importance and 
necessity of family life In any 
prçgrcssive nation, a spokesman 
of the Parent Teacher Federation 
pointed out that "many new situa- 
tions in family life, will arise with 
the return of the men and women 
from the armed .services." 

With this in mind the federation 
asked U.B.C. to promote a course 
whiçh would be of equal value 
both to youngsters planning mar- 
riage and parents with problem 
adolescents- a course which would 
help smooth the rocky road of ad- 
justment for newly weds and at 
the same time establish better re- 
lations between older husband and 
wives.

The drafting of a questionnaire 
of National Health Insurance was 
accomplished at the Eighth An- 
nual National Convention of the 
"Canadian Association of Meaical 
Students and Internes," which, was 
held at the University of Montreal 
over the weekend. Further provi- 
sions were made, whereby univer- 
sities of the West, which may soon 
become full-fledged medical 
schools, will be offered member- 
ship in the CAMSI and also pro- 
visions arc to be made for French- 
English exchange interneships. The 
Canadian Medical Procurement and 
Assignment Board Is to be ap- 
proached regarding integration of 
interneships for men returning 
from armed forces and those stu- 
dents Just graduating from medical 
school. 

During the business sessions the 
brief on National Health Insurance 
was discussed, and changes voted 
upon by universities, were included 
In a new draft for a questionnaire. 
The final questionnaire will be 
voted upon during the next month 
by secret ballot where possible, so 
that the report to the. Canadian 
Youth Commission presided over 
by Major-General Chisholm will be 
able to assert authoritatively the 
democratically ascertained opiAion 
of Canadian Medical Students' and 
Internes. 



Dr. Meakins of McGill University 
spoke on the problem of post-war 
rehabilitation of doctors. Three of 
ficial delegates from each medical 
school In Canada were present and 
reports from the various universi- 
ties were presented on their work 
of the - past year. 

The ninth annual CAMSI conven- 
tion will be held next year at the 
University of Manitoba; therefore, 
the executive is to consist of stu- 
dents from that University, the 
president being Harold Davis.

Quinn on Sneak 

Nick Tsadilas then kickcd-off to 
the McGill end and the ball was 
run back 20 yards by Norm Hal- 
ford. D'Arcy Quinn followed with 
as neat a quarterback sneak as 
ever seen at Molson Stadium as he 
galloped 25 yards. But on the next 
play the Redmen fumbled. 

This fumble, surprisingly, set the 
play for the collegians* second, also 
the final, touchdown. The Grad.<!, 
after their recovery of the ball, at- 
tempted a long forward, but the 
versatile Quinn upset their plans 
as he snared the pigskin out of the 
air and. spurted no less than 60 
yards for a major 'score, Manny 
Shacter made good his effort on the 
convert from placement. 

An exchange ot kicks followed, 
finally leaving the Brown and 
White In possession of the ball on 
the Redmcn's 40-yard stripe from 
where they attempted a placement, 
which was unsuccessfully. Balloon 
promptly returned the kick to mid- 
field. 

Cher Scores. 
The Grads then lightened up and 
midway through the second quar- 
ter, they ploughed tlirough the Red 
squad's line for three consecutive 
first downs, leaving them on the 
collegian 13. Big Mike Cher was 
the main offensive weapon, and on 
the next play he climaxed the 
drive with a touchdown, literally 
pulling himself over the line.

The third quarter featured tight 
play on' both sjdes, aiid half way 
through it, another unsuccessful 
placement try by Tsadilas gave the 
Grads a rouge point as Ballon was 
tackled behind the line.

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Military Notebook 

Today's issue sees tlic beginning of what wc 
hope will be a permanent and regular feature 
until the end of the war. Wo refer to the col- 
umn entitled "Military Notebook" in which the 
hiBhIight.s of our students' and graduates' activ- 
ities overseas arc to be mirrored. 

Although hitherto there lias been little 
enough mention of McGill men overseas, their 
doings have nevertheless been recorded faith- 
fully for almost three years. In January, 1042, 
Mr. R. C. Fethcrstonhaugh, a vice-chairman 
of the editorial board of the McGill News, a 
Graduates' Society publication, became official 
Custodian of the ^IcGill University War Re- 
cords. 

Mr. Fethcrstonhaugh brought to his posi- 
tion an enviable background of twenty years^ 
research in Canadian regimental history. Dur- 
ing that time he wrote the histories of seven 
distinguished Canadian regiments, and one oa 
the R.C.M.P. Having in addition kept a file 
on the present war for the I^IcGill News, so 
that the careers of McGill graduates on active 
service could be followed in that monthly, it 
was almost inevitable that the University War 
Records should, when begun in January of 
1942, become his care. 

Since then ^Ir. Fellier.stonhaugh has accum- 
ulated some 5,700 cards in his cross-indexed 
file, giving the service details of every ^IcGill 
graduate or student. From the voluminous cor- 
respondence received by the Graduates' Society 
and by Mr. Fethcrstonhaugh himself; from 
ordinary newspapers and from Tiic Canada 
Gazette, information is transcribed to these 
cards. In this way a continuous record of pro- 
motions, decorations, and transfers is kept of 
every man or woman on service who has been 
at some time directly concerned with McGill. 

This then is the source of the items which 
will appear in our "Military Notebook". The 
column is our token of appreciation for our 
many confreres' years in uniform, as well as 
for Mr. Fcthcrstonhaugh's faithful and devoted 
transcription of those years.

The Significance of Sinatra 

•It is unfortunately, painfully clear that the out- 
standing product of the United SUtes of America 
for the calendar year 1944 is the unique and un- 
precedented Frank Sinatra. His effect on the youth 
of America is as well-known and has been as thor- 
oughly described as any other new disease. The 
phenomenon of Sinatra is basically a sexual pheno- 
menon. 

Sinatra is the symbol of a largely oversexed 
nation— a nation :,that thrlvesVon leg-art, cheek-lo- 
cheek close-clutch dancing, girlie shows, tabloid 
sex sensation, Dcnnna Durbin's first kiss, and the 
private life of every public figure in its midst. Sex 
seems to be no longer a single function of life, but 
virtually the sole purpose of existence; nor is It 
frank, proud, Rabelaisian sc.x, but hush-hush sex 
that smirks at four-letter words and makes its 
assignations out of the corner of its mouth. And 
the movies, the musical shows, the magazine car- 
toons, the conversations of metropolitan youth, all 
devote the greater part of their attention to the 
gross exaggeration of this aspect of society. 

Few other nations have a street-comer problem 
of such excessive dimensions; no other nation, 
equally civilized, has a dance stylo so aboriginal, 
so orgiastic, so unrefined; no other nation has 
Frank Sinatra— and no other nation would react to 
him In so promiscuous a manner. Sinatra's devoted 
legions are for the most part so unstable, so utterly 
undignified, so glaringly Incapable of assuming 
international responsibilities or even of thinking 
responsible thoughts, that it speaks very poorly for 
his exploitation of them and for the health and 
future of the American nation as a whole. 

Adolescence, intellectual and emotional adoles- 
cence, is the abiding fault of some of our very good 
neighbours to the south. We In Canada admire, 
respect, and even love the United States of Amer- 
ica and its many distinguished citizens; but an In- 
vasion of our undefended frontier for the purpose 
of converting us to Sinatrafans is hardly the reci- 
procity we deserve. Furthermore: we like to visit 
acrou the border, and we have suffered with' but 
little complaint the foreign-exchange rcstrlclions 
which have hamstrung our wonted vacations— and 
here comes Sinatra to take away some $10,U0O in 
return for one forty-mlnuto exposure of his erotic 
tonsils. 

The whole affair, in the words of the prophet, 
has the aroma of a p'ensloned-off egg; we recom- 
mend the fumigation of the Forum, bright and early 
next Monday morning, but good.

AT LOEWS 

This reviewer looks forward to 
the day, when, equipped with all 
the menial requirements, he will be 
able to sell to Hollywood a war 
story in which no woman Is raped 
and no wicked men betray all the 
sins of the world in their character, 
and execute them behind closed 
doors, so thai only the screams of 
their victims arc audible to the 
fascinated audience. 

"Dragon Seed," an adaptation 
cum distortio of the Pearl Buck 
story, has these lamenlable traits, 
and although It is of course rec- 
ognized that a review is a purely 
personal and sut^'eclive criticism, 
were it not for the eternal Holly- 
wood sadism, this picture could be 
one of the most outstanding pro- 
ductions that have ever come out 
of Hollywood. Walter Huston as 
Ling Tan, and Aline MncMahon as 
his wife portray the heads of the 
Ideal Chinese family with truly 
moving beauty. Katherine Hepburn, 
as the daughter-in-law. Jade, and 
Turhan Bey as Lao Er, the second 
son, are well cast. In short, all the 
scenes, that tell the story of the 
Ling Tan family arc superb. 

The lines are so remarkable, 
that even the casual movie goer 
cannot but retain a good deal of 
their beauty. Ling Tan, with all the 
wisdom of a long and peaceful 
oriental life behind him, says the 
most astounding things, which cbng 
to the memory as does a beautiful 
pelcc of music. His three sons are 
following in his footsteps, for they 
loo, particularly Lao Er, display 
the infinite wisdom of the calm 
oriental mind. As soon as the Jap- 
anese characters appear, the story 
loses power; when they become 
wicked, it is shockingly anticll- 
mactlc. Fortunately ,the rape, etc., 
is in the middle of the ploy, so that 
the ending, which Is moving, well 
balanced, and real, partly wipes 
away Ihc bad impression. 

Technically the movie Is good. 
Photography Is excellent, make-up 
a real masterpiece of deception, for 
the characters really do look like 
Chinese. Too bad, though, that 
Akim Tamlroff has a Russian ac- 
cent, which could be cut with a 
knife; he slipped a little too far 
south. 

Some reviewers have called the 
dialogue in "Dragon Seed" stilted. 
The reason for this is that an at- 
tempt has been made to preserve 
the great formality of the Chinese 
language, without having half the 
conversation in Chinese; some Nazi 
horror tales are half German, half 
English, or, if they avoid that, all 
characters have an atrocious, arti- 
ficial German accent when talking 
English. All the characters in 
"Dragon Seed" could hardly talk 
Pidgin English. In the opinion of 
this reviewer, the method employ- 
ed in this movie Is the best solu- 
tion to a difficult problem; -and 
besides, the dialogue is so beautiful 
so infinitely wise, that nothing 
could harm It, not even the con- 
stantly laughing Montreal audience.

Hertha GIaz Heard 
In Opening Concert 
Of U. of M. Series 

Hertha Glaz, leading contralto of 
the Metropolitan Opera Company, 
opened the second annual student 
concert scries of the Société Arils- 
tique of the University of Montreal 
with a recital last Friday night. To 
excellent accompaniment by Paul 
Ulnnowsky, she treated a capacity 
audience to an evening of striking 
stage presence and very fine sing- 
ing; her tone is hard even to the 
point of being metallic, rand her 
pitch is unsure on long-sustained 
notes— but her musicianship is not 
to be quarreled with, and the pre- 
sentatlon of her songs suffered 
negligibly from these technical im- 
perfections. 

The evening began with a group 
of Italian songs of varying vintage, 
capably sung but not nearly as im- 
presslve as the Schubert which fol- 
lowed. The five lleder she chose 

— "Die Sladt," "Fischcrweise," 
"Grelchen am Splnnrade," "Sellg- 
kelt," and as an encore "Ungeduld" 

— were done with a. moving earn- 
estness that bordered on Inspira- 
tion. Certain passages would have 
profited by greater delicacy and 
understatement, especially in 
"Grelchen," and the youthful exu- 
bcrcncc of "Sellgkcil" was perhaps 
a little too sophisticated; but on 
the whole it was Schubert as he 
should be sung, and at times it 
could certainly have been called 
great. 

"Mon coeur s'ouvre a ta voix," 
from "Samsoti and Delilah," closed 
the first half. Mme. Glaz achieved 
a very considerable effect from 
forccfulncss and sheer musician- 
ship, and swept to a glorious fin- 
ish which completely won her audi- 
ence and necessitated an encore, 
entirely deserved. 

A group of French songs follow- 
ed the intermission, Including two 
by Debussy which were a little un- 
even; "Le Moulin" by. Plerne, full 
of movement and effect; and "Lc 
coeur de ma mie" by Dalcroze, 
which ^vas very charming indeed. 
There were two Russian songs, out- 
standing because their colouring 
suited the singer's voice best of all 
her program; and the familiar 
"Habanera" from "Carmen", sup- 
erbly sung with all the air of the 
lissome baggage that Bizet's heroine 
should be. The encores were the 
South American folk-song "Una 
Paluma Blanca" and the "Jota" by 
Manuel dc Falla (usually heard In 
its violin transcription), which was 
some of the best singing of the 
evening. Altogether, a thoroughly 
pleasing recital.

taking German prisoners." wrote 
Bogan to his mottier of tiic liglit- 
ing in Normandy. He was wound- 
ed on AuRust 11, in tiie fifth day 

of the •'hellish attack on Falaise", 
for which he won his award, and 
which he described as a ' life and 
death struggle" in which nothing 
was left behind them "but earth 
and air". 

Desctibes Battle 

Describing this battle against a 
Fanzac Division of the SS Corps 
and "enormous numbers of antl- 
tanl« guns, he says: "We atlacltcd 
through a wheat field and found, 
when we set it on fire, that it con- 
cealed enemy infantry who sur- 
rendered in a crowd. My tank was 
first to hit the German infantry 
positions and we made a terrible 
butchery. Our CO. told us over 
the radio that we were a bunch ol 
nuts, but he congratulated us." 

The next morninic they pushed 
ofiward again, but were forcco to 
fall back alter encountering ncavy 
enemy opposition. Then German 
artillery began to bomb Ihcir po- 
sitions. 

'•My commander and 1 stuck our 
heads out of a turret, to get a bet- 
ter look at the woods and the hill, 
and then v.c got it." he continues. 
"I remember only being thrown 
back into the turret while the blast 
slammed the lid shut and it hit mc 
on the head. It made mc feci groggy, 
but I still had the strength to grab 
the radio and report that we were 
hit."' 

Was Wounded 

Stachlewicz was soon overcome 
by pain and was unable to get out 
of the tank even when he heard the 
driver shouting that the tank was 
on fire. He lost consciousness and 
was taken to a hospital in Baycux. 
where he awoke to find that he had 
fharpncl wounds in his head and 
neck, deep cuts where the turret 
had struck him, and he was suffer- 
ing from shock. He was taken to 
England for an operation. 

During a squadron parade the 
commanding officer praised Bogdan 
for reporting the situation in spite 
of his wounds. 

Though the Stachlewicz twins 
and Ordinary Seaman Stefan 
Frangowskl (Science I. 1042-43) are 
tlic only McGill men known to be 
serving in the Polish forces, the 
total of all McGill men and women 
serving in the forces of the United 
Nations has now reached the im- 
pressive figure of 5,414, Of these, 
3.333 are on active service with the 
Canadian or British Forces plus 260 
from Macdonald College, and 122 
members of the university staff. In 
addition there are 220 women from 
McGill on active service with the 
Canadian Forces, and there arc 496 
men in the United States fcrviccs. 
239 McGill men arc at present list- 
ed as killed, dead of wounds, or 
missing; and 44 Art prisoners of 
war. 

Of the total of McGill men and 
women on active service more than 
1,100 are students whose courses 
have been intcruptcd by their en- 
listment in the armed forces. By 
faculties these arc divided as fol- 
lows: Science, 364; Engineering, 277: 
Arts, 170; Commerce. 140; Agricul- 
ture. 76; Medicine. 30; Gmduato 
Studies. 24; Architecture, 18; Law, 
16; Dentistry. 7;. Music, 4.

By. the end of the dream he has 
lost his despair and recovered hope 
for mankind and has resolved to 
resume the struggle of liberating 
the world from the forces of evil.

AT THE CAPITOL 
Capturing the beauty of a richly 
colored landscape and the excite- 
ment of gypsy adventure, with an 
exceptionally good musical back> 
ground, "Gypsy Wildcat" is another 
technicolor extravaganza, with Ma- 
ria Montez and Jon Hall as the 
principals of the romantic theme. 

The story is the oft repeated talc 
of love at practically second sight, 
girl protects hero faithfully in the 
face of much opposition, ,'glrr sacri- 
fices herself for the freedom of her 
hero, hero rescues girl and proves 
his worthiness and the ideals fought 
for arc won.

sister, and happily for both she 
later finds she is not. Fuzzy Knight, 
as the sheriff's right hand man, 
adds the slapstick.
